Previous courts had been much more conserv- 
l ative. But what distinguishes this court from its 
\ predecessors has been its willingness to cmifront 
t issues titat had been unresolved for decades.

In doing so, however, the court was facing in 
t many instances issues whose solution was inev- 
* ttoMie soono* or later, because of the obvious 
* march of events, had to be solved at the time 
^ they were. 


THE MOST famous example was the decision 
in 1 ^ outlawing segregation in public schools. 
But the march towards that decision had begun 
as early as 1916. Before that tl» court had ac­ 
cented segregation as cwistitutional. 
In 1916 it k nock ed out a Louisville, Ky., city 
ordinance as discriminatory and thereafter, al­ 
though slowly at first, it banned varioiM forms of 
segregation from railroad trains to restrictive 
covenants to graduate schools. 
Bit by bi* the walls were k nock ed down. The 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Coiored People delayed ask ing a ban on public 
school segregation until the court had establish­ 
ed a coisistent pattern of desegregation in var­ 
ious areas of American life. 
So, for the Warren court in 1954 to turn down 
the school case would have been a rever.sal of 
the trend the previous courts had followed. Re- 
flidts, the United States, trying for leadership 
in a world which was mostly nonwhite, had be­ 
come highly self - conscious about its treatment 
of American Negroes. 
’nierefwe, the court, instead of being ahead 
the times, was trying to k eep up with them aL 
though the school case was one of the most iar- 
reaching in the court’s history. 
In the 194C's the court refused to stick iti 
nose into a problem which by then had become 
an obvious and unfair problem; All ova* t he 
country, because of old laws datiiui back to the 
time when the rural populatim dmninated, the 
dwindling rural populations had representattea 
in their state legislatures far out of proportion 
to their numbers. This was unfair to the more 
heavily pcpulated cities. 
Finally, the Wairen court in 1962 did what 
earlier cMirts in justice and fairness should have 
done: It ottered state legislatures to reappor­ 
tion thmiselves. This took courage for the court 
to do, particularly since C>onfress itself never 
liad the courage o the vrillingness to tack le this 
Jroblem.

He and his colleagues learned that there 
were 43 ships in U.S. and Canadian ports, some 
with the goods and grain already in their holds 
and some still awaiting dockside tonnage. 
The American waterfront labor leaders then 
were ready to implement their Ipng-planned ul­ 
tra-secret “Operation — Target Cargo” aimed 
at starving Arab lands and crippling their low 
level economies. 


“OPERATION — Target Cargo” is skillfully 
designed to go for the jugular of Israel s ene­ 
mies — the same nations which have been har­ 
assing American seamen for years. It hits at 
the cargoes moving to—and from—Arab ports 
In the ships of any nation including our own. 
Picketing the four or five United Arab Republic 
vessels which put into American habors is dra­ 
matic and symbolic. But the Arabs don't haul 
IO per cent of their imports or exports in their 
own craft. Over 90 per cent of their ncean- 
horne economic lifeblood is in foreign freighters 
— American. British, Liberian. Greek, etc. 
It took intricate intelligence operations by the 
Maritime Trades Dept, to locate all the Arab- 
hound tonnage This remains the unions’ secret. 
But the details were ferreted out — and the 
first of the targets were and are the food ship­ 
ments scheduled to leave for Arab lands in 
June and July. These may still be hit. 
The freighters marked for immediate target 
action)such as the Liberian ship The Pheax, 
which early last week was in a Canadian har­ 
bor loading 21.000 tons of wheat for Algeria) 
carry corn, barley, wheat, vegetable oil and 
dried milk. Some were scheduled for Egypt, 
some for Tunisia, some for Morocco.

Jordan (four and vegetable oil); Iraq (flour 
and vegetable oil); Lebanon (flour). 
The AFL-CIO waterfront strategists have not 
decided what action to take.

But the apparatus will be kept intact to hit 
India if New Delhi continues to bait the U S. 
while Washington keeps feeding the subconti­ 
nental nation. 
Far more than food is involved in “Operation 
— Target Cargo.” The waterfront men now 
have a complete schedule of spare parts, cloth, 
light machinery, etc., destined for the Arab 
lands Without these, say the project directors, 
the Arab lands would crack because it would 
take months to readjust themselves to the U.S. 
m aritim e boycott by finding new sources of 
supply in a wartime world.

Tn Russia, a person cn n ’t get or keep a job 
unless he conforms to t^ie rules and discipline 
rtf the trade unions set up by the Communist 
party. There is no “right! of dissent.” 
In the United States, ta judicial oligarchy of 
five men has just tr.kera away from members 
of trade unions this s.jme right and placed 
them under the discipline of labor organiza­ 
tions. 
The U. S. Supreme G ofrt by a 5-to-4 decision 
has ruled that if workers! do not abide by union 
rules, they may be punblbed by the union. 
They can no longer as sert their right to work 
and to cross a picket fine To do so means 
risking financial penalties. 
This decision overrides! the provisions of th* 
National Labor Relations Act, wherein Congress 
forbade either an employer or a union to “res­ 
train or coerce” workers in the exercise of 
their right to “refrain fijom” concerted activi­ 
ties. 
The Court majority held that since the union 
was the designated bargaining agent for em 
ployes, it could set up tules that bound all of 
them. Yet the union is itself not the employer. 
It is merely the agent of the employes, and. 
when it makes a contract, it does so on behalf 
of the employes, who can! ratify or reject it. 


BUT THE NEW Supreme Court ruling says a 
union group has the poweY, when a strike starts, 
to decide that an employe cannot continue to 
work for his employer exfen if he wishes to do 
so. 
Much has been heard U telv about the sacred 
•‘right of dissent.” 
• 
Some individuals, to b* sure, have misused 
this right as a justification for disregard of 
statutes governing law and order. 
When protests are merefy expressions of indi­ 
vidual opinions and no public law is violated, 
the principle of dissent is recognized as a con 
stitutional privilege. Apparently a labor union 
now can make its own lajws on a parity with 
public legislation. 
The “right of dissent” h>is been vehemently 
espoused 
by 
"liberals.” ‘hut oddly 
enough, 
most of them have never tytken a stand against 
the arbitrary action of uitions in depriving a 
worker of his individual rijfnts. 
There are 30 states, for linstance, which per 
mil labor unions to deny a job to anyone who 
isn’t willing after 30 to 80 fdays to join the un 
ion. 
The worker may have iconscientioua objec 
lions to unionization and tjjay wish to do his 
own bargaining with the employer, but such in­ 
dividual freedom is denied. 
In fact, the "right to w brk” is taken away 
from the citizen unless he accepts the system 
of conformity by coercion 
Even Justices Douglas arid Rlack, who often 
have been found on the “ lilieral” side In den 
sions of the high court, joined this time with 
Justices Stewart and H arlan in declaring that 
the latest ruling, in effect, extinguishes th# 
right of dissent by individual labor-union mem­ 
bers.

IN THE VIEW of the four Ijusuces in the min­ 
ority the "real reason” for lift* m ajority’* ruling 
Is its "policy judgment” tljat. in order to in­ 
crease their strength, labolr unions need the 
power to impose fines on di«senter« who are 
unwilling to join a strike an»fi’ to “enforce those 
tines in court.” 
The minority opinion says* in part 
“ It is one thing to say th a t Congress did not 
wish to interfere with the union's power, simi­ 
lar to that of any other kind! of voluntary asso­ 
ciation, to prescribe specific ironditions of mem­ 
bership. It is quite another thing to say that 
Congress intended to leave idMons free to exer­ 
cise a court-like power to try* and punish mem­ 
bers with a direct economic sanction for exer­ 
cising their right to work ” 
There is plenty of criticism over the high 
courts tendency to legislate iii disregard of the 
will of Congress and of the «*principles of free­ 
dom imbedded in the Constitution. 
Justice Michael A. Musrrianno of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s supreme court said Recently: 
“ I am not being disrespectful when I say 
that the Supreme Court of jthe United States 
has become a super-congress ». . . . 
“ I do not mean to say I hat the Supremo 
Court has not at times legislated wisely . . • 
But as a student of law, I vupuld say that the 
Supreme Court has no right t i legislate at all ” 
It seems ironic that with .the hue and cry 
currently a b o u t the “right of dissent.” the 
words of the First Amendment to the Constitu 
tion, which guarantee “ freedom of speech 
have been summarily brushed aside by a ma 
jority of the highest court in ^the land

Four leaders of the 190-man 
pidrol told newsmai the vio­ 
lence was caused primarily by 
y ears of official indifference 
toward job opportunitiM and 
recreation by bigoted police and 
lade of simple human decency 
toward its Negro population. 
But despite the criticism, city 
officials have begun a move to 
make the patrol a permanent 
arm d the police commuidty 
relations board. 
“I’m sure the may or and the 
police chtef are going to keep 
this thing moving — get ttwse 
guy s some uniforms,” 
said 
James Hammond, Negro mem­ 
ber of the city ’s birK:ial com­ 
mission. 
Police decided t« ision has 
eased sufficiently to pull the 
WUte Helmets off the streets 
Thursday night, and a heavy 
rain that b^an around dusk 
ensured anotiwr night of peace. 
The y our^ Negroes, whose 
dark faces were at times almost 
lost under white riot helmets 
meaat for beefy patrolmen, did 
have praise for Sheriff Malcolm 
Beard, who decided Wednesday 
to h(dd bMk his riot-b*ained 
ptdice and National Guard rein­ 
forcements so the teen-agers 
could try to police their own 
people. 
Without guns or nightsticks, 
dressed 
in 
torn 
dungarees, 
shirts and sandals, they roamed 
the hot and humid streets of five 
Negro neighborhoods, convinc­ 
ing potential troid>lemakers ttiat 
any more violence would only 
hurt the community further. 
A federal investigator for the 
Small Business Administration 
estimated the cost of two nif^ts 
of vandalism at $1.5 million. 
Many were the sanw angry 
y ouths who hurled rocks and 
bottles durii^ the rioting Sun­ 
day and Monday . But the word 
Wednesday night was, “Cool it, 
we don’t need more trouble.” 
“Those Ix^s in vdiite hafo did 
a marvelous job,” said the sher­ 
iff. “A lot of those kids were 
]nt>bably throwing rocks Sunday 
night when we had all the trou­ 
ble, but we gave them a job to 
do and they did it.”

ANSWER: The hieroglyphic writing of the ancient Egyp­ 
tians puzzleed »eholars for thousands of years. When Na­ 
poleon invaded Egypt in 1799, an officer found a remarkable 
stone partly buried in mud near a place called Rosetta. 
Across the top was an inscription in Egyptian hieroglyphic. 
Below this was another in Demotic, a popular ancient 
Egyptian language. Below this was still another in Greek. 
The officer, guessing that the three languages might mean 
the same thing, had the stone put in the hands of experts. 
Jean Francois Champollion, a French scholar, devoted him­ 
self to the study of the stone. He translated the Greek part 
and found places where names were introduced. Then he 
found the same places in the hieroglyphic!) and so was able 
to find t i* meaning of some of the pictures. He also found 
certain resemblances to modem Egyptian. But 1822, the 
meaning of all the hieroglyphic symbols had been unravelled. 
Now scholars could actually read the story of ancient Egypt, 
as written and carved on tombs and monuments by the early 
Egyptians themselves.
